The Kentucky Legislature have recently bad 
under discussion the whole subject of slavery, 
that subject which so many supposed could not 
be discussed—and so far as we have seen, the 
debate has been conducted with dignity and 
propriety. ry 

While our neighbors remained unsettled on 
this subject, wethought it inexpedient to make 
any commentgon their peculiar concerns. It 
is now, however, settled, and we may say, that, 
sympathising strongly with their condition, we 
rejoice in what we believe to be a happy result 
ot their proceedings. 

The very best anti-slavery speeches we have 
seen, have been made in the Kentucky Legisla- 
ture, by noble-minded, honest men, who feared 
not to do their duty, because a mean spirit of 
jealousy or interest was ready to censure them. 

The topic under consideration was the repeal 
of alaw which prohibits the importation of slaves. 
The effect of this repeal would be to make Lon- 
isvile and other towns of Kentucky, slave marts. 
and reduce the State to the condition of Mis- 
sissippi. ‘I'he repeal was resisted"by the repre- 
sentatives of Louisville, and Lexington, and oth- 
ers, with ability and success. <—

The mission to the Sandwich Islands was com-

The great revival of religion, as it may emphati- 
cally be called, commenced on the island of Hawaii, 
either at Hilo or Waimea, in the antumn of 1837. 
‘In Deceinber, there was decisive evidence of a gen- 
jeral reviving influence at Honolulu, on the island 
of Oahu; ond soon afier there was delightful evi- 
dence of the same thing at all the siations.— 
Whereas the admission to the churches in 1837 
were only 159; in 1833 they were 4,973, and in 
1839 they were 10,725. . 

“The past year,” says the.mission, “has been 
one of unexampled prosperity to the Redeemer’s 
kingdom throughout the islands. At the cluse of 
the last year, the work of the Holy Spirit was go- 
ing on in a ovost glorious manner at nearly all the 
stations; and the work so commenced has, to the 
praise of divine grace, advanced with steady prog- 
ress. Persons of all ages have been subjects of the 
gracious visitations of the Spirit, from openixy 
childhood to decrepit old age. The boarding seyool 
and Sabbath school scholars, together with many 
who had been neglected, have sought and it is hop- 
ed, found the Savior; or rather they nave been 
found by him and gathered into his fold. That ev- 
ery one apparently renewed by grace will prove to 
have been born again, cannot be expected; but we 
may confidently hope that great numbers of those 
who have this year professedly turned to the Lord, 
— te found in the last day to be truly his peo- 
ple. 

The number of churches is 18, one not before re- 
ported, having been organized at Hana. The num- 
ber admitted during the year is 10,725; the num- 
ber from the beginning, 16,587; and the present 
number of members in regular standing, 15,915.— 
In remarking farther upon the signal blessings of 
the Spirit granted to their labors the mission 
SaVvs,— 

“In no respect have we seen more abundant and 
heart-cheering evidence of the presence of the Spir- 
it, than in the improvement of those who were pre- 
viously members of the church, or gave evidence of 
piety. The standard of piety in our churches has 
been raised, and many of the members have renew- 
ed their spiritual strength. Nota few of our 
church members would, for their ardent feeling and 
uniform activity in religion, be ornaments to any 
chureh in the United States. But while we speak 
thus strongly, we must confess that we have many 
anxious fears that much chaff has been gathered 
with the wheat. The excommunications have not 
yet been numerous, though our rules of discipline 
are probably more close than in any of the church- 
es with you.” °

The address of the Managers of this Society, late- 
ly issued for the purpose of proving its neutrality in 
relation to the slavery question, contains nothing! 
yery remarkable, unless it is the following para- 
graph, which we commend asa curiosity. The de- 
sign is to give satisfaction to the Baptist Abolition- 
jsts, oa the Kingsford, Wilcox, Peck and Ira M. Al- 
Jen interference. These men, two of whom are) 
agents of this Bible Society, have, in advance of | 
instructions from their Boards, it would seem, giv- 
en the most positive assurances to the slaveholders, 
that measures would be taken to keep back and 
throst out from all connection with these insti- 
tutions, the dangerous and yet “few and feeble” 
Abolitionists. And it is now supposed that this 
pretended neutralisin of the Board of the Bible So- 
ciety, will content us all and prompt us to fresh co- 
operation with the slaveholders. 

But observe that all rebuke of the Agents is scru- 
pulously avoided; and, also, thatthe word ‘ off- 
cially” isemployed with peculiar tact. Those A- 
gents may go on, therefore, with cordial approba- 
tion of the slaveholers, having already sufficiently | 
made themselves known as the decided and bitter 
opponents of Abolition; and in private, not “ offi- 
cially,” repeat their friendly assurances to every 
individual or family, with whom they may meet. 

Why is their past conduct not rebuked by the Bi- 
ble Suciety Board? There is a reason, undoubted- 
ly; but, until the respective Boards employing those 
agents shall rebuke and recall them, and send out 
men who will not walk in their footsteps, the mul- 
tiplying thousands of Baptist Abniitionists cannot be 
satisfied. The Board say,— 














“Confined exclusively to the important work as- 
signed them, the Officers, Managers and Agents of 
the Society, as obviously exempted from all liability 
to misconstruction ; and should have no inclina- 
tion, as they have no authority, to turn aside froin 
their appropriate duties to interfere officially either 
with the moral or civil rights of communities or of 
individuals. Among contributurs to the Treasury 
of the Institution, no distinction is recognized ex- 
cept that which arises from superior benevolence, 
In application for funds, we are restricted by no 
peculiarity of sentiment, or sectional limits; but 
presenting everywhere the claims of the Society, 
we receive with gratitude whatever donations any 
may be induced to make, and leave, as in duty 
beund, all our patrons in the undisturbed possession 
of their inalienable right of private judgment. A 
departure from this line of conduct, in any contin- 
gency, could not be justified. It is impracticable 


giving the due credit, as from other papers. Ot! 
this want of common eourtesy we have never com- 

plained, though it has often been mentioned by othe | 
ers. Notwithstanding this, it has claimed to be| 
distinguished for its candor and kindness, and pe- 

culiarly religious character. In its late assault upon 

us,the name of our paper is scrupulously suppressed. 

In the month of November last, the Editor of that | 
paper called for an explanation of the story about | 
the “‘ Price on Heads,” as though he had never 

heard of such a thing, till he saw itin an English ! 
publication. To his demand we responded in the} 
Reflector of Dee. 2, giving all necessary informa- 

tion about it, referring him to our paper of Aug. 5, | 
for the Southern letter which, we suppose gave rise 
to the story. After that, he told his readers that 
he had called upon Editors and others for such in- | 
formation, but there had been ‘‘no response.”

Its place we pre- 
fer to leave blank, than to fill it with a word which, 
though so common to some lips, is so offensive both 
to religion and gentility. 

. , Geo. June 6, 1840. 

Sir, Your pitifull “Reflector extra,” has 
been read at this office, and it is herewith returned 
with a fair warning, that if you send any more of 
them to this office, that you will rue the day you do 
it, neither money nor trouble shall be spared but 
what you shall be braught here and receive your 
deeds.—Theair is $10,000 keep in this country for 
the purpose of hireing men to kidnap such rascals 
as you are, or crop theair years of take care that 
vou and Galusha and Murray dont loose your 
years, asI wyself would give $500 for each of 
your years, Yours &c. &c.’ 


Tt is hardly eredible that this is from a southern 
Baptist, although to none others was it intended 
that the Address should be sent. Comment upon 
it is unnecessary. ‘The kind of argument here em- 
ployed is beyond our power to refute. Bat the 
spirit exhibited is additional proof that moral sua- 
sion cannot avail much with any unacquainted with 

















consistently to pursue any but the one course pre- 
scribed by the Constitution. 

Your Boird of Managers have not deviated from 
that course! Do you wish them to deviate ?— 
Should we once step out of the grand high-way of 
our single duty to entangle ourselves in the by-paths 
of pledges and promises on subjects foreign to the 
design and nature of our compact, how could we 
ever regain our road?

The a- 
bove letters bring to nought that saying, so common 
in these parts, even after all that has been shown 
respecting southern views of slavery, that slave- 
holders generally regret the existence of slavery and 
would be glad to abolish it, if only some plan could 
he devised whereby they might do it with benefit to 
the slave and with safety to themselves. What 
intimation is here given of any such belief, purpose 
or wish ¢ 

Since writing the above we have looked into an- 
other letter, written ostensibly by a ‘ Pastor, Leep- 
er’s, Creek, Tennessee.’ It begins with a quite 
kind and brotherly address, but soon shows the 
same spirit with the last correspondent, and before 
the conclusion it becomes virulence. How a bosom 
capable of giving birth to such feelings can be very 
warmly pervaded with Christian love, can better 
be explained by those accustomed to it.” 

Here then, is the “Price on Heads.” It matters 
not in what language it ts couched—it is here—it 
comes from the South, and, as ihe Editor pro ¢em, 
intimates, it probably came from a Baptist. This 
is unimportant however, as the only point to be 
settled is that a price was seton certain heads. 
Neither is it at all material, whether those heads 
were two or three—whether belonging to “Gros- 
venor, Galusha and Murray,” or to some other Ab- 
olition brethren. Neither will any honest man 
charge intention of misrepresentation on the man 
who might inadvertantly (as did brother Colver) 
put 12,000, or 1200 for ** 10,000.” 

The above very courteous letter had been pub- 


lished, as we have already stated, in the Reflector 
of August 5, and referred to in the Reflector of 
Dec. 2, 1840; and both papers had been sent to 
the office of the Watchman, at the time they were 
published ; and yet, the Watchman, so late as Feb.

The letter bears 
date, “ Leeper’s Creek, July 3, 1840,” and is post- 
marked, with a handsome stamp— WaynesBoro’ 
Te.” (Tennessee) “July 7.” It is written in good 
style, is, evidently, the production of a scholar and 
is addressed to “Cyrus P. Grosvenor.” There is 
as may be seen by reference to the Triennial Bapt. 
Reg., a Baptist Charch at “Leeper’s Creek, Tenn. ;” 
and we have no reason to doubt that the letter was 
written by the “Pastor” of that church, though 
“* Peto Praigue’ may not be the real name of that 
man. We may, atsome future time, publish the 
entire letter; but there is one passage in the “N. 
B.” at the end of the letter, particularly appropri- 
ate to the case now in hand, and we quote the whole 
verbatim, to show how the spirit of murder devel- 
opes itself under the promptings of the “ Patriarch- 
al Institution.” The séyle of this‘ N. B.” is only 
a cover for the malice which rankled in the heart of 
the writer, Let the reader laugh as he peruses it; 
but when he has done, he will re-peruse the clos- 
ing sentence, and see that ¢here is couched an inti- 
mation of what would undoubtedly be the fact, if 
“Cyrus P. Grosvenor” were to visit ‘* Leeper’s 
Creek, Tenn.’ We may here remark that this is 
not the first threat of death, which has been sent 
us through the Post office. One such letter was 
post-marked “ Raleigh, N. C.;” another dated and 
post-marked “ Society Hill, S. C.—the former 
threatening assassination, the latter, not the death 
of the body, but ‘the destruction of what of repu- 
tation you may possess, and the crippling of what 
of influence you may exert in Massachuseits.” 

We now leave the subject, with the “N. B.” of 
Peter Praigue, for the consideration of the candid 
reader.

Capt. Sinclair in- 
forms us of the distressing intelligence of the mure 
der of Lieut. J. A. Underwood, and Midshipman 
Wilkes Henry,a nephew of Capt. Wilkes, in a 
nest treacherous manner, by the natives of Malolo, 
one of the Feejee group. These unfortunate officers 
having gone ashore with buta few men, were al- 
tacked and killed alwost instantly, bat not until 
they had shot four of their assailants, who were 
the very men that but a few minutes before they 
had exployed in tracking boats over the reef.— 
Themen with them were wounded, but escaped. 
The squadron’s beats being near, immediately 
palled in and commenced a well directed fire upou 
the savages, under cover of which, Lieut. Alden 
landed and brought off the bodies, which were en- 
ttrely stript. lad not the natives been fully occu- 
pied jn carrying off their own dead, their bodies 
would have been taken away and devoured. This 
occurred on the 25th July. Capt. W. immediately 
made preparations for attacking their town and fort, 
which the savages considered impregnable. The 
searnen were landed and a fire was opened upon it, 
but without much effect, until a rocket, or “ Fly- 
ing Spirit” as they called it, set fire to their town, 
and created great consternation. [t was finally 
carried by assault. The natives fought well, and 
even stood a charge of bayonet, but were finally 
beaten at all points, seventy or more were killed, 
the fort and town burnt, their plantations destroy- 
ed, and the island laid waste. These islanders bave 
always been noted for their ferocity, and treachery, 
and cannibalism, characteristics which it seems | 
they fully retain. |
